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INTRODUCTION 


Facilitiés Available to Missouri Industry for Hazardous Waste Management 


was first issued in early 1975. Since that time it has been revised and 
expanded six times. The current edition is intended to assist generators 
of hazardous waste to find disposal and treatment facilities. This edition 
also includes a listing of the permitted incinerators and landfills in the 
United States which may accept various wastes from industry, a listing 

of the EPA approved polychlorinated biphenyls (PCB's) disposal facilities, 


and a new section on facilities that recover waste oil. 


In accordance with subtitle C of the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act, 
many states have implemented or are implementing their own hazardous waste 
regulatory programs. Therefore, the permit status of hazardous waste 
management facilities is changing in many states. A list of regulatory agencies 
has been provided so that information on current regulations and permit status 


of facilities can be obtained. 


Hazardous wastes are defined or listed in Chapter 4 of the Missouri Rules and 
include acidic and caustic wastes, various plating and treatment sludges, 
pesticide residues, various chemical wastes, used oils and solvents, as well 
as containers and other materials that have been contaminated with hazardous 


wastes or hazardous materials. 


The hazardous waste facilities listed will be able to provide more information 
about wastes handled, processes, storage space available, transportation 


services and cost.

INDUSTRIAL WASTE INCINERATORS IN THE UNITED STATES 


The companies listed in the following section process hazardous liquid and, in 
some cases, solid wastes by high temperature thermal oxidation. The operating 
temperatures and retention times vary with each incinerator. Because of this 
and other variations in design, the types of wastes handled will vary with 


‘each facility. 


Wastes incinerated include most toxic organic chemicals such as ‘solvents, 
glycols, inks, formaldehyde, halogenated and non-halogenated hydrocarbons, 
oils, and aqueous solutions. Toxic inorganics containing heavy metals should 


not be incinerated. 


Hazardous waste ‘incinerators are usually registered by local (city or county) 
air pollution agencies. Since the permit status of incinerators is subject 
to change, it is recommended that the state regulatory agency be consulted 


to check the current status.

In the Federal Register, March 28, 1980, the Environmental Protection Agency 
issued the final rule for the "Disposal and Marking of Polychlorinated Bi- 
phenyls (PCBs)" (40 CFR 761.10). Under this rule, disposal of PCBs is pro- 
hibited after April 18, 1978, except at EPA approved facilities. Al] 
facility approvals will be granted by the appropriate EPA Regional Adminstrator. 
Future notices updating this list of approved facilities will be published in 
the Federal Register.

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LANDFILLS (LAGOONS & LANDFARMS) 


Natural sites for hazardous, waste landfills are limited due to the special 


conditions required for safe burial of toxic materials. 


In Missouri, @ good burial site will consist of a thick clay deposit located 

at an elevation well above the local water table. The clay must have a very 
low permeability to prevent. the leaching of hazardous substances into ground 
or surface water. Provisions must be made for keeping the accumulation of 
moisture within the landfill to a minimum. This is. accomplished by minimizing 
the. amount of water entering the disposal area, and removal of any water that 
does enter the area. The design and operation of the facility must insure safe 
disposal of the waste and provide adequate protection of human health and . 


the environment. 


In general, land. burial is: suitable for hazardous solids and dewatered sludges 

of all. kinds. Certain non-compatible wastes must be segregated to prevent 
unwanted chemical reactions. In Missouri, ignitable, reactive, volatile and 

bulk. liquid hazardous wastes cannot be accepted at a hazardous waste landfill. 
Also wastes with high water content ‘or high liquid organic content are usual ly 

not. accepted at, hazardous waste landfills. The former, however, can be solidified 
or filtered,, and then buried. The latter are most often recycled or incinerated. 


Some ofly wastes. can be disposed of by discing into topsoil ("oil farming"). 


Lagoons for hazardous waste are lined with compacted clay or artificial membranes 
which have a low permeability. In some cases after solid sludges accumutate 
in the bottom, they are removed for burial in a hazardous waste landfill. In 


other cases, the sludge is covered in place with clay and compacted. 


Landfarms apply the hazardous waste onto the land and/or into the surface soil. 
The waste is used as a fertilizer or soil conditioner. Over a period of time, 
the waste is biologically treated and rendered non-hazardous.

For most of the facilities in the following section, it will be necessary to 
furnish a sample of waste or a chemical analysis of the waste to the operator. 
The operator then furnishes information to the appropriate regulatory agency 
and requests approval to receive the waste. Normally, this is a one-time 
process (i.e. subsequent shipments of the same waste are covered by the letter 


of approval).

Steel drum reconditioning firms are able to reshape, repair, clean and repaint 
standard closed end and open end steel drums to meet Department of Transporta- 
tion specifications. The service charge for reconditioning a drum is about one- 
third the cost of purchasing a new drum or half the cost of purchasing a used 
drum. Reconditioners also purchase used drums outright, recondition, clean and 
sell them to third parties, They will normally refuse to accept drums which 
have not been adequately emptied, or which contain hazardous residues, or which 
pose unusual or difficult cleaning problems. Further details should be sought 


from the reconditioners.
